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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to the 112 rejection for Claims 22 
and 23. the examiner submits that the specification or drawings do not disclose '*stain relief characterisitics greater than the strain relief 
characterisitcs of adjacent parts thereof to dampen the pulling stress of said zipper**. However, it would be acceptable (not allowable) to 
disclose one of the mentioned definitions as a characteristic. In regards to Claims 6-9. it is again nclear how the hold down page as 
refen-ed to, in claim 6, "is anchored to the spine", when the ring binder connected to the hold down page do not contact the spine. This 
limitation is neither disclosed in the specification or shown in the drawings. Claims 1-3 and 20 are still rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticpated by the Lehnert reference, wheein the the Lehnert reference does indeed disclose a pair of covers which "can be pivoted 
90 degrees against the spine. Lehnert further discloses a plurality of scores formed in a surface of the board with one of the hinges 
dividing the board into a first cover and a spine, and the other one of the hinges dividing (not by separting, but by distinguishing) the board 
into a second cover and spine. The examiner's final rejection has been maintained. 
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
